CROATS PREFER 
SERBS TO ITALY. 


Karageorgevitch Trend to 
Dominate Jugo- Slavia. 
Fiume Wonders W hat will Fol- 
low Decision of Paris. 


Italians Oppose Excesses of 
Young Italy Party.

[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

FIUME, June 5.—(by courier to 
Paris, June 12) I should mention, 
perhaps, in giving you this picture 
of Fiume, the feeling among the 
Croats here that the Serbians are 
seeking undue predominance in 
Jugo-Slavia. They had hoped for 
a capital at Agram. Now they are 
under the necessity of doing gov- 
ernment business at Belgrade. The 
situation is much as if Alaska had 
been cut off somewhat from the 
world and should aspire to leader- 
ship along the Pacific Coast. To 
the Croats the Serbs are a less 
cultured people. The Serbs are 
democratic in their soeial relations. 
The Croats, on the other haad, are 
tainted a bit by long contact with 
the Magyar aristocracy. Still, there 
is a sentiment among certain Croats 
that something strang and positive 
is needed at this stage of the game. 
The anti-Serb or anti-Karageorge- 
vitch trend does not prevent the 
Croats from preferring Jugo-Slavis 
to Italy. More emphasis should be 
Placed on the distaste of the Italian 
speaking citizens of Fiume for the 
excesses of the young Fiame or 
young Italy party and for the rule 
f a council not recognized the 
Iied powers or the will of the 
city’s electorate. 

SAY COUNCIL BUYS FAVOR. 
Allied officers in a position to 
know assert the council buys po- 
litiea] favor by the distribution of 
funds and of jobs; that goods 
destined for the Austrian army in 
Albania and left behind in the de- 
bacle have been sold by the council- 
lor representatives, who used part 
of the fund so obtained for prop- 
aganda. Complaints have been re- 
ceived from merchants, who allege 
they cannot receive permits for trade 
because they are Slavs. 

The council has re-christened the 
streets, many of which had Slav or 
Hungarian names. For instance, 
there is Corso Vittorio Emmanuvel's 
Third; Via The Eighteenth of No- 
vember—the day the Italian troops 
entered Fimue—and Riva Amiraglio 
Rainer—named for the man who 
gave the word, so the Allies said, 
not to land his men in town. Riva 
Christopher Colombo abuts on Riva 
Rainer. Strange proximity. 

The questions on every lip in 
Fiume gre: What will follow the 
Paris decision? If Italy loses Fiume 
at the conference, will the Giovanni 
Fiumani defend it with their lives 
as they have threatened and leave 
itt only a heap of rubbish? The 
Allies do not think so. They ex- 

t to see windows broken, a few 
eads bruised in the excitement 
flaring like a rocket and dying as 
quickly. On the pther hand the 
Jugo-Slavs have told me that fall- 
ing to obtain their desire they will 
accept without ayy disturbance an 
independent Flume under British or 
American protection. A pact that 
will give Istria to Italy, however, 
they declare unjust. 

LITTLE GIRL, WANTS BOAT. 

I went to Buccari, a little port re- 
maining in Slav hands. Of course, 
both Italian and Serbian permits are 
necessary to cross the Une. Pri- 
marily, I wanted to see if the har- 
bor ever could be used by Jugo- 
Slavia. I found it of no value what- 
ever, except as a fishing haven for 
coastwise vessels. The waters are 
deep, but behind the village the 
hills rise sheer on either side. The 
present railway station, held by an 
inter-Allled force, stands perched 
on an eminence high above the sea. 
On the way I was stopped twice 
by Italian sentries, three times by 
Serbs. Also, I had excellent oppor- 
tunities to see Italian troops quar- 
tered in Slavic schools and repair- 
ing the roads, as if for a long stay. 
Just out of Fiume I caught up with 
a little Croation girl. She was 
trudging afoot from the school in 
Susak to her home in Buccari. As 
we rode along I made known to her 
as best I could that I was an 
American correspondent. She told 
me how the steamboat she once 
had taken to and from school had 
been discontinued by the Italians. 
“Will you write something to get 
back my steamboat?” the girl plead- 
ed. “Tt is so far to walk.” 

T promised. So there it ts. 

NO ENTHUSIASM FOR PARADE. 
Today, on the Italian national 
holiday, T saw the Allies parade be- 
fore Gen. Canesta and Gen. Gra- 
zioli. The city was decked in the Ital- 
lan colors, the reviewing stand being 
draped in green. white and red. The 
red. white and blue was kept in the 
background. The nch and 
British led the parade, the British 
bands playing “Over There.” As the 


Italian generals took the salute. 
The Italians came last, as a climax— 
infantry. artillery, armored cars, and 
even four airplanes circling the port. 
But the enthusiasm really was sub- 
dued. Some youngsters shouted 
“Arditi! Bersagliieri!’’ Some girls 
threw flowers near the reviewing 
stand. But the mass of the people 
remained silent throughout the pro- 
cession. 

As a Serbian officer attached to 
the French command passed through 
the streets in an automobile the 
Italian soldiers moaned. 

Fiume is putting her Italian foot 
forward. It is all she can do just 
now.

TO FRAGMENTS. 


Greatest Blast Ever Fired is 
Set Off on Colorado, 
Los Angeles Photographers 
Have Narrow Escape. 


Southern Pacific Tracks are 
Blocked by Boulders. 

The greatest blast ever set off 

on the American continent was 


where 100,000 pounds of dyna- 
mite were exploded to shatter a 
mountain of granite, which pro- 
vided 200,000 yards of crushed 
rock for the protection of levees 
along the Colorado River. Balin 
Walker, a Los Angeles camera- 


Connell, son of Capt. J. T. Con- 
nell, local Federal mediator, 
was struck by a flying boulder 
and completely demolished and 

F. N. Cronholm, general superin- 
tendent of the river division for the 
Imperial Irrigation District, pulled 
the switch, flashing the spark that 
fet off the dynamite. When the 
mountain was blown up the concus- 
sion could be heard for miles 
around. Chunks of rock ranging 
from the size of a baseball to frag- 
ments weighing a hundred pounds 
were hurled hundreds of feet. 

For five minutes after the explo- 
sion occurred the aif was so full of 
dust that at a distance of 600 feet 
from the point where the dynamite 
had been planted total darkness 
prevailed. 

Thousands of tons of rock were 
flung upon the Southern Pacific 
Railroad tracks below the interna- 
tional line, where they t up traf- 
ne until a wrecker removed 


them last night. The air was so 
thickly laden with dust and fiying 
particies of nite after the Mast 
took place t people who dared 
to open their eyes during the pext 
half hour did so at the peril of their 
eyesight. 

Arrangements for the explosion 
were made a week in advance, and 
the only reons permitted within 
the so-cal danger tone were a 
group of cameramen from Leos An- 
geles, who were on hand to make 
news pictorials. Balin Walker, with 
three other picture men, stood with- 
in 300 feet of the dynamite when 
the switch was thrown. When the 
mountain was blown to pieces the 
air was inky black, but the camera- 
men turned their cranks as long as

IN CITY-OWNED AU'T0S. 


BUT CHARGE is KEPEATED 
THAT “INSIDERS” WERKE 
TO GET BARGAINS. 


There was renewed discussion of 
the alleged scheme to sell city-owned 
autos to private parties at trade- 
im prices, after much city money 
had been expended on their over- 
hauling, in the Council yesterday, 
when Councilman Reeves rose to 
a question of personal privileges. 

Mr. Reeves objected to accounts 
of the discussion of the previous day, 
stating that if there was any scheme 
such as had been alleged, the Coun- 
cil’s Supply Committee had no 
knowledge of it, and that Purchas- 
ing Agent Baker had been unable 
to get offers, for the cars in question, 
amounting to the trade-in price of 
$550 which had been placed upon 
them. 

Councilman Mallard renewed his 
charges that a definite scheme had 
been planned whereby the cars were 
to be sold at low prices after city 
money had been expended on their 
repairs. 

“We determined to prevent this,” 
said Mr. Mallard. These cars were 
turned in to the salvage department 
with written instructions that they 
are to be held there, to be used 
when the city needs them. ° 

“As a matter of fact, those cars 
were going to be speculated in if we 
did not lock them up, and that is 
just what we did. The purchasing 
agent has never been asked to get 


offers on these cars.” 


Councilman Olsen, also a member 
of the Finance Committee, stated 
that more than $700 was spent in 
overhauling these old cars within a 
month of the time they were turned 
into the salvage department.
